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Continuation of 13. Other: The amendment is entered on the condition that the amendment to claim 17, only further defines "the 
compressed data buffer." The Examiner had previously, in the Final Office Action, stated that "the first memory" was interpreted to refer to 
the "compressed data buffer" that had been previously recited in the claim. Because Applicant has submitted no clarifying remarks for the 
amendment and has not argued the interpretation of the Examiner, "a first memory" of current claim 17 is interpreted to further define the 
"compressed data buffer." If the interpretation is incorrect, Applicant should address such inaccuracies in a further amendment. 
As per applicants remarks to the art rejection of the claims, applicant argues that one of ordinary skill in the art would not have been 
motivated to modify Stohs in view of Tanaka because the solution of Tanaka introduces additional requirements that would increase the 
size of the system. However, the claim does not require a size limitation of the system, and therefore Applicants arguments are deemed 
to be non-persuasive. 
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
